Without doubt, onc of the . greatest 
mistakes uf the Allies, both before and 
during the war, waa the almést complete 
nbeence of any systematic propagan i 
Russia. Wherens the Germans i 
‘before. the war ‘had created a vast 
propaganda organisation, adapting them. 
selves to all circles and penetrating 
wherever there wag the leas; advantage 
to be procured for Germany, the Allies 
ahyolutely ignored the importance of this 
form of action in Russia, The Germans 
had made a complete study of Russia and 
of all her organisations social and 
political and economic. In every branch 
of the national administration, in all 
the industrial enterprises, the Germang 
had their agents. Their investigations 
went 20 far aa to include the solvency of 
every manufacturer merchant in 
Russia, and it Wag to the Schimmelpieng 
Agency of Berlin that the Russian banks 
and commercial firms addressed ther: 
selves when they wanted to know what 
amount of credit they might grant to any 
particular persons. The Germans know 
every branch of Russian commeree and 
industry, and invariably they found some 
means of bringing profit to the Father- 
lad,

Russian industry. Before thi, war the 
chomica! industry was in German hands, 


and it required heroio efforts on the part 
oft Russig, to organise this vital branch 
6f tho national industry, In 1914 it re 

uired an interpellation by Jaurés in tho 
French Chamber to prevent the Putiloff 
Work, from becoming German property 
only, a few months before the war, After 
this interpellation the Novoye Vremya 
published a list of the technical directors 
and the employecs occupying -the most 
important positiong in the sections of the 
Putiloff establishment, working for the 
national defence, and everybody was 
astounded to seq that 
the reserve of the German army. Tho 
whole of these employees were changed by 
Imperial order, but too late, for the evil 
had already been done, 

Everybody will remember the torrible 
explosion which took place o¢ these works 
at the beginning of the war, and I know 
from an authoritative source that a large 
| percentage of the cases of munitions com- 

wg from there were filled with stones or 
contained sbells of a different calibre

‘The cinomatograph was very, well in- 
stalled, and could be regarded ag the 
best cloment of this’ propaganda. At 
Christiania I saw a cinema established on 
behalf of the Allied propaganda, but, 
unfortunately, its organisation through- 
out, from ita habitat to the films--which 
were not up to date—was far indeed from 
inspiring neutrel, with admijration for 
the power of the Allies and what they 
had accomplished, In order to efface the 
impression made by the production in 
Russia of the American film, ' The Ruin 
of a People,” by which the Russian 
people wore shown the horrors which 
would be brought to a nation vanquished 
by Germany, the German propaganda 
immediately circulated another film 
‘All for Peace," which favoured the 
pacifis, propaganda. There is now not 
the slightest doubt that all the Bolshevik 
journals, which were published by hun- 
dreds of thousands, and were profusely 
distributed at the front and in the coun- 
try districts, were another branch of the 
German propaganda, and this, indeed, is 
not denied by the Bolsheviks, 

The German industriel and commer- 
cial propaganda should be met by a simi- 
lar Allied propaganda, and at the same 
time it is necessary to moke the Russian 
people understand that the object of this 

sropaganda ig not the conquest of the 

ussian markets, but liberation from 
Gorman economic domination. It ia also 
necessary to make the Russian people 
understand that the purpose of the Allies 
in to assist them in reorganisin, and 
developing their own industries and com- 
merece, because a strong Russia, well or- 
‘ganised, both economically and political- 
ly, ig indispensable for the great Allied 
democracie , . 

Very well do the Russian people know 
that the reconsttuction ‘of their country 
is impossible without the aid of tha 
‘Allies ; but they should also know that 
sud aid) is absolutely disinterested. 
Commissions of specialista ought to be 
sent into every district of Russia to make 
a thorough study of their economic and 
social conditions, with a view to bring- 
ing to the Allied Governments and jndus- 
tralists a knowledge of the needs of theac 
regions, ‘A special school for the study 
of Russia and the other Slav countries 
ought to be created with a view to educat- 
ing a competent personnel for Russian 

fair. It ig necessary to organise with 
epecial care the propagation of. Allied 
science and, literature in ‘Russia, Tt ia 
‘also cssontial ‘that tho. Allied peoples 
should shave a better knowledgo of the 
intellectual lifo of Russia, In this con- 
neotion an exchange of university p: 
fessors would be of great assietan 
Grong cfforta should be made to spread 

the knowledge of the English language 
in Russia and of the Rusgian in England,

We have received from Mrs, Stabb' 
copies of letters from Major-General Sir 
C. Herbert Powell, British Red Cross 
Commissioner in Vladivostock, and frou 
Miss Shoriff-MaoUregor, Matron-in-Chial, 
British Red (‘ross Commission, Viadivo- 
stook calling attention to the urgent need 
for supplies, Space docs not permit us 
to reproduce then in full, but we gave 
the following +xcerpts :-- 

Writing under dato February nd, 
General Powell mentions thal in mid- 
October certain purchases were made in 
Washington together with the full equip- 
ment for a 400-bed Hogpital in Ganada, 
but only a part of the consignment from 
Canada had arrived. There had also 
been a great deal of delay in dospatching 
the staff of doctora and nurses from 
London. 

As the personnel was expected to arrive 
ia January, the Matron was despatched 
to Japan t purchase stores for a 200-bed 
Hospital, viz.. 1b0-beda for the Russian 
Unit and 60-beds for the British Unit. 
There were endless delays in the purchase 
of these slores—-first Christmas holidays, 
followed by Japanese holidays, when no 
purchases were possible. The result is 
that the stores are only just now arriving ! 

General Powell proceeds: You will now 
be interested to hear what our scheme is 
as regards permanent wor, which I most 
sincerely hope may not be delayed very 
much longer. It has been the greatest 
possible gricf to mo that it haa been so 
long delayed, but it was inevitable; no‘ 
Medical Work can be done without per-. 
sonnel, and personnel is helpless without 
equipment -each has had to wait on the 
other ! 

Everyone who is in touch with Sil ria 
—as all of you are—is well aware of the 
crying necessity for Hospital work 
throughout the length and breadth of this 
vast country—from Vladivostock to the 
Urals. : 

T have seleoted the Far West aa my field 
of operations, becanso it is there that 
our fighting troops are to be found, and 
it is clearly our duty to be whero fighting 


is rather than further back, where there 
is only refugee work, which the British 
Red Cross is really unauthorized to carry 
out by Charter. ‘ 

Dr. Teusler has recently returned from 
a prolonged stay in the West, and I have 
based my actions on the practical advice 


which he has been able to give me through |: 


his knowledge of conditions in Weat 
Siberia: 

“It is away in West Siberia, where 
the crying need for Hospital Work 
existe-—not here in Vladivostock,"’ says 
Teusler, 

My proposal is to establish Hospitals 
at ether Tumen, Ekaterinburg, or por- 
haps Choliabinsk, but it will depend 
entirely on the Military situation at the 
time. Lhe Bolsheviki army has been press- 
ing forward East, and ‘these places may 
be endangered, : 

The railway is the weak thread in 
Siberia, and total collapee has threatened 
More than once. The.Amoricans are juat 
about to take over control, 80 we may con- 
fidently expect improvement in arithmeti: 
cal progression from now onwards, and 
they predict that in four months tima 
some twenty trains per diem will be run- 
ning. The elimination of Russian con- 
tro] has long been necessary. | 

We sustained p very serious loss a 
fortnight or so ago in the total destruc- 
tion of a huge godown in which practi- 
sally all my stores were housed, together 
with much war material belonging to the 
British War Mission and Canadian 
Fores. Tho stores wera mostly those sup: 
plied by the various Work Depots in the 

Vast, but most fortunately 65 cases from 
Shanghai (per 8.8, Astrachan) escaped : 
they were to have been stored the vory 
day after the fire ! 

, Goneral Powell adds that he is arrang- 
ing to leave a Base Commandant behind 
at Viadivostock, whose duty it will be to 
recaive, tabulate, ete., the numerous goods 
which will continue to pour in from all’ 
your depots from time to time; to pur- 
chase food supplies which cannot bo 
obtained up country; and to despatch 
regular consignments say, evory six weeks 
to two months. It is eaay to see how im- 
portant this work will be, requiring fore- 
sight, calculation, and energy, because on: 
the complotencss of the consignments, and 
the accuracy of their despatch West, will 
depend tho life and sucocss of our Hos- 
pitals—4,000 miles away. :

Ralphs, and by Dr. Eversole, of the 
American Red X., who passed through 
repently, in charge of a shipload of Czech 
soldiera it would appear that the need 
in Siberia is very roal indesd and that 
the British Red C. is relying on the 
efforts of the Work Parties in the several 
ports to help thom through tho emergen- 
cies of the fire of February 6th, when all 
the Red X. stores were destroyed, and the 
epidemics of typhus and cholera of 
which they are apprehensive. They ask 
for garments and comforts for our own 
British troops, and as there are not a very 
great number of them, it is thought that 
the Work Parties can onsily cope with 
the appeals, especially if, as is hoped, 
co-ordination with Shanghai and’ Singa- 
pore is catablished.

CHINA AT THE PEACH, 
CONFERENCE. 


DR. C. T. WANG INTERVIEWED 


Dr. 0. T. Wang, oxpressing hig views 
on the League of Nations to a Press 
correspondent in Paris, said: — 

“The world has been torn to piecey by 
the ambitions of Imperialists who em- 
ployed the military forcos at their eom- 
mand in the attempt to make themselves 
the masters of all mankind, To roalizn 
their ambitions, they have not hesitated 
to resort to any means, fair or foul, That 
is what made the whole world tremble 
during the lost four years. Thanks to 
thy intrepid determination of all the 
Allies and Associated Powers, this satanic 
ambition has been thwarted by the epoch. 
making victory won by the free peoples 
of the world. To ensure the fruits of 
this victory, it is absolutely necessary 
that a League of Nations, so eloquently 
advocated by President Wilson, should be 
brought about. It is the one sure way 
of preserving the world from another 
terrible disaster. China, from time im- 
memorial, has adopted tha viow that the 
world should Kve in poacs amd that 
nations should have brotherly feelings 
for one another.” 

“What sort of League of Nations 
would the Chinese favour, Dr, Wang?” 
Rememboring that there are 28 varictics i 
now under review, cach out of gear with 
seme cog of the others, I thought this 
question in order. Dr. Wang's answer, I 
think, gives the essence of the Chinese || 
viewpoint, 
ee euch a League of Nations,” he 
said; ‘the most fundamental thing is 
that justice shall be the cornerstone in 
that every nation, whether big or small, [3 
strong or weak, shall be able to contri-|' 
bute itg share to the advancement of the i 
happiness of mankiad. Provision must |: 
be mado that no advantage shall be taken 
by nationg that are powerful over nations 
that are woak. Should thig League as- 
sume an aspect (which I don’t believe this 
conference would ever accept) of the 
strong nations so predominating over the 
weak nations ag tu have the effoct of per 

‘manently shutting these weak nations out 
Prom eéiint-and just treatment (as Pre- 

| sidont, Poincaré said of the birth of the 
German Empire) it would be thus ‘vitiated 
from itg origin, and by tho foult of its 
founders.’ It would bo foredoomed to 

| failure. To borrow, ogain, from the 
words of the great President of tha 
French Republic, ‘born in injustice,’ it 
would be certain to ‘end in oppro 

| briam.’ ”? 

“* Have you,” I asked; ‘‘ considored the 
Propesition of conferring upon certain 
Axliins, merely because of their military 
ftrength, mandatory powors?’’

THE SHIPPING PROBLEM.

This is the most encouraging pronounce- 
iment on tho shipping position delivered 
by any responsible Minister. It indicates 
2 return te pre-war conditions within a 
specified period between this country and 
overseas, And the date mentioned is 
much earlier than could have been pre- 
dicted even a month ago, :

LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
THE BRITISH SCHEME, 


A correspondent, of the Diuly Telegraph 
Now that the Peace Conference 
has formally adopted the propasal for a 
League of Nations, and appointed a com- 
mitteo to work out the details of it, con- 
stitution and functions, i, may be well 
t. oudding the main features of what may | 
be termed the British conception of the 
objecta and work of such a body, In the 
first place, this country’s representatives 
regard the League ag a potent factor in 
leseening the chances of international 
friction, and place foremost among its 
functions the settlemeny, of disputes. In 
other words, the League, resting on the 
sanction of the civilised nations, ig to 
makg the waging of war difficult, if not 
impossible, : 

But it is hoped that the range of the 
League's activities will be much wider 
than this. An important part of its 
duty will couse: in advising and helping 
new and undeveloped Stareg It will 
undertake such duties ax the supervision 
of the trade in arms and ammunition. 
Generally, it will bo its aim to foster 
and regularise international co-opera- 
tion. For example, it will study inter. 
‘national problemy in the economic and 
public health spheres, aod will seek to 
secure freedom of communications and 
jus; commercial relations between States, 
lt is considered of grent importance that 
in connection with the League some 
central organisation should be establish- 
ed for dealing with international labour 
problems. 

In regard to organisation, the scheme 
provides for a general conference of alb 
the delegates, and for a smaller inter-; 
national executive council which will] 
transact the ordinary business of the 
League. A permaneny secretariat wid, 
of course, be essential, and it ig proposed 
that at the hend of it should be a manjof 
European authority and experience, vos 
known as Chancellor, or by some similar 
designation appropriate to the import-, 
ance of the position, The model followed 
is that of inter-Allied organisations like 
the Supreme War Council and the Allied 
Maritime Transport Council. While, 
however, it is hoped to preserve in the 


1] League the casontial features of thesg 


bodies —a permanent aeeretarka, and 
periodic meetings of statesmen—it may 
be found conyenicnt for State members 
tc appoint permanent representatives st: 
the capital of the League.
